He 
was as active as a cat and could 
field his position with the best of 
them. 

Though literally dumb, Taylor 
was unusually bright. No player 
on the team excelled him in menial 
alertness. He had a great sense of 
humor, too, and was fond of playing 
practical jokes He made McGraw 
the butt of many of these jokes, and 
Med aw, young, Itghthearted and 
fun-loving himself, delighted to 
turn the joke on " Dummy " 

It was no unusual tiling, when 
t lie Giants were travelling In those 
days, for McGraw and Taylor to 
spend hours scuffling in a Pullman 
car. It was rough souffllng, too. 
Many a time have we seen Sir' 

ing "Dummy" down a oar 

aisle by his feet or Taylor rolling 
Ins manager out of a berth. 
Taylor pilobed for the Giant 

seven 01 eight years, lie post 
th(> most intricate wind-up ever 
seen in the big leagues and tie had 
wonderful control. In fact, he was 
one ol the best einve-ball pitchers 
of his time. 

"Dummy" was one of the Giants 
retained by McGraw when be earns 
to New York in 1902 and took 
charge of a tail end team. In 1908 
the Giants improved, and in 1904 
they won a pennant. There was 
no world's series that year, as John 
T. Brush, who owned the club, Was 

a bitter foe of the American 
League, then just establishing s 
foothold In New York. The Boston 
Red Si ix, who nosed out the 
Yankees in the American League 
that year, challenged the Giants, but 
Brush Iguored it. 

Tayloi was a winning pitcher 
when dropped into certain spots, 
lie was rather eclipsed in 1904 and 



pastime. " Dummy" was a thrifty 
soul and hated to be assessed by lire 
umpires. 

Eleven years later McGraw met 
Taylor in the lobby of a K 
City 1 otel. They had not seen each 
other for several years. Taylor 
shook hands with his old boss and 
began to manipulate his fingers 
rapidly.

The snows ol many winters have 
whitened McGraw's head now, but 
we imagine he would like to have 
Taylor around ouee more as a court 
jester.

From Pine Grove, Schuylkill 
Ooonty, I'a., which, by the way, is 
'he JOURNAL correspond -ill's native 
town, came the sad news that Mrs. 
Emma S Hackman, beloved wife 
of Mr CyinsO Hackman, died on 
Tuesday morning, December 19th, 
1922, at 0:30 AM., following an 
illness ol complications of several 
year*,* duration, during which she 
was a patient sufferer Dtopsy 
probably hastened (he end, at the 
age of 66 years. 

The deceased, who, befoie her 
marriage was Miss Dixon, of Tre 
mont, Pa , lost her hearing at about 
eight yeais of age from an attack of 
suiiHtroke. She never attended a 
school for the deaf, but leceived her 
eduoatlon in the public nchool of hei 
town. .She was remarkably pro- 
ficient, detplta her handicap of 
deafness, and became an expert lip 
reader by daily practice. She seem- 
ed to bo aide to use her voice with ease 
and seldom, if ever, resorted to a 
pad and pencil, thus concealing the 
f.ict of her deafness from stiangers. 
She became partially conversaut 
with the sign language after meet- 
iiiK Mr. (laokmau, a congenital 
deaf-mute, who was eduott»d at 
the Pennsylvania Institution at 
Broad and Pine Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Dr. Crouter having been one 
01 his teachers, we believe. 

Deceased was married to Mr. 
II ickniHii nearly 44 yeaiH ago 
They were one of the happiest deaf 
couples we have ever known. 
They had six children, but sad to 
say, only one son suivives the 
mother with the father. He is tbe 
the oldest son, Bertram, who Is 
chief clerk of ihe Freiurhl Depart 
meut of the Reading Railway at 
Lebanon, Pa., which posiliou he has 
held for 22 years He has bad four 
children, of whom one died. 

The Hick maun have always lived 
iu the same house, a large one \a 
the heart of the town, which they 
owned and improved from time to 
time, being in comfortable circum- 
stances By his ability, Industry and 
pleasing manners, Mr. Hackman 
became Ihe leading merchant tailor 
of bin town, and has been in busi- 
ness for about 52 years. About 23 
years ago, after having re-modeled 
the ftont part of bis house and parti- 
tioned it Into three rooms, be 
launched Into new fields of mer- 
chandising. One room he stocked 
with tobacco and oigars, etc, an- 
other with candy, stationery and 
toys, maintaining the third room 
for his tailoring bnsiness. He alBo 
converted a barn on his property 
into a w.nolioiine for the storage of 
his large assortment of toys, etc., 
when not in season. 

He was thus not only kept busy 
all tbe lime, but was so successful 
that he had to employ help In busy 
seasons, besides having that of his 
wife wlien her household duties 
permitted it Bat for his deafnohs, 
Mr. Hackman might have been 
more to bis home town than merely 
a ciliKen and genial, respectable and 
successful boalnuas man, but even 
that is a flue record for any man to 
gain undei a great handicap. 

Mrs. Hackman wan alno a devoted 
wife and mother, besides being a 
great help to her husband. The 
town paper referred to her as " A 
devoted member of. the United 
Brethren Chtitoh and Sunday 
School." Like her husband, sbe 
was of a genial dinponilion, and nhe 
tried to be pleasant even when we 
knew her to be a sufferer. We 
always enjoyed her company when 
we bad an opportunity to call on 
the family. It is hard for us to 
Imagiuie that this once large and 
happy household is all but closed 
now, and we shall not be surprised 
to hear later that tbe suivivlng 
head will seek to get out of his 
lonesome situation by retiring from 
business. Both he and the surviv- 
ing son have our deepest sympathy 
in then great bereavement. 

Mrs Haokmiiii's funeral wan held 
on Friday, DeOOBber S8d, R°v. 
8. A. Ranch officiating Ttie 
interment was in the family plot in 
the Lutheran Cemetery of the town.

the drums. It seems practice with 
the apparatus in time really deve- 
lops latent sural ability that 
promises to tiispense eventually 
with external aids. The magni-. 
flora intensify the sounds without 
distortion or loss of clarity, arid the 
pupils can speak into the apparatus 
to compare their pronunciation 
with the teachers If the vacuum 
tube makes this possible, may we 
not hope in time to have every 
deaf mute hear and speak with such 
aid? 

But the person who persists in 
speaking to the deaf, is the same 
who uses smooth paper and a soft 
lead pencil for conversing with the 
blind 1 Unless the deaf have Earl 
C Hanson's praotial apparatus or 
some such device. 

E. J. Owens tells a story too good 
to keep to self. He told a hired 
man, oue of his brothers in law, to 
take a soft young colt and a tough 
old horse to plow, showing him the 
double tree. The hired man saw 
the free had holes spaced fot the 
plow cleves to give leverage where 
needed. Scratching his head, and 
thinking, the brilliant idea came to 
link the small horse with the small 
end. Later Oweus found the colt 
sweating and the old horse loafing. 
Another time the same man took I 
this same team to haul. But this' 
time he had more seuse. He piled 
the coil on the wagon on ihe side 
behind ihe old horse ! I am sure 
it was not Bird Leo Craven. 

Whew I butter or eggs are seventy 
live cents on the coast.

1 am not trying to advertise Cali- 
fornia 01 Oregon, but really can uot 
see why more settlers don't come to 
the coast. Practically gree- the 
year round, fishing and hunting in 
abundance, good prices for eggs and 
butter, good roads iu the making, 
food telephone lines, with your own 
outfit of wireless getting all the pro- 
grams on the coast, what else do 
you want ? 

I worked on Rancho El Primero 
north of Laytonville, Oal., where 
they have a tine radio outfit. New 
r's Eve all the neighbors, hill 
and valley, gathered to hear the 
concert broadcasted from Los An- 
geles, 700 miles south.

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Dr. Bricker, J«., In Police Grasp. 

Charged with performing an il- 
legal operation, Dr. William II. 
Bricker, Jr , Broad street near Dau- 
phin, was held in $5000 bail for a 
furthst hearing by Magistrate Cow- 
ard in the Central Police Court yes 
terday morning. The women in 
case is Mrs. Rebecca Kerr 28 years. 
Mrs. Kerr was found in a third 
floor room in the physician's home, 
paralyzed from the waist down. 
She disappeared from her home on 
December 89, ami neighbors became 
suspicious and not Bed the police of 
her continued absence. The police 
obtained infoimation that the woman 
was under treatment in Dr. Brleker's 
home and Detectives Shelter, Clarke 
and Maloue, accompanied by Dr. 
William C. Ryan, a police surgeon, 
broke iuto the house. 

Dr. Ryan immediately sent Mrs. 
Kerr to the Samaritan Hospital, 
and he held a conversation with her 
py written notes. She told him 
that she had been treated by Dr. 
Bricker once before, last February, 
when she paid him $120, wbioh she 
had saved up for a fur coat. On 
December 29th, she said, he again 
operated on her aud she gave him 
$120, which she drew from a build- 
log and loan association. 

Jacob Kerr, the woman's hus- 
band, also a deaf mute, attempted 
to attack the physician, but the 
detectives overpowered him aud 
took a hammer away from him 
Mrs. Kerr told Dr. Ryan she 
feared t hat her baby would be a 
deaf mate. 

Dr. Bricker is now under $30,000 
bail, pending an appeal in Atlantic 
City, in connection with the death 
of two women there. One of the 
gitls was found outside his sanitar- 
ium, after it is alleged, she jumped 
from a second floor window in a 
deliiium, following an operation 
said to have beeu performed by Dr. 
Bricker. 

The physician is the son of Dr. 
William H. Bricker, now serving a 
four-year seuteuce in the Eastern 
Penitentiary on a similar charge. 
The elder physician after his trial 
and conviction, jumped his bail aud 
fled to South Amerioa, where he 
was located by oouuty detectives 
after a sensatioual chase over two 
continents He waged a bitter 
fight against extradition, but was 
finally brought back to serve hit, 
jail term. — Phila. Record, Jan. 28.
